This  fan  is  fillod  out  by  all  that  taka  priaoners  out  of  the  Jail 
except  the  offisoro  that  mark  inaldo  the  Jail. 

I,  Wilson  r.  djrren,  Sergeant  of  Police,  Jail  Supervisor,  and  7.  V. 

Todd,  assistant  Jailer  took  this  primmer  fros  the  fifth  floor  of  the 
City  Jail  to  ths  Identification  Bureau  da  the  elevator  to  the  fourth 
floor  of  the  Police  and  Courts  Building.  Hero  wo  roaained  In  sight  of 
the  prisoner  (Oswald)  until  Captain  George  M.  Doughty  and  lieutenant 
Knight  had  eonpleted  ths  processing  of  Oswald.  Upon  ecagiieticn  of  this 
proeeesing,  wo  rotumed  iso  Harvey  Oswald  to  his  soil  on  ths  fifth  flow 
of  the  Holies  and  Courts  fhiilding  at  approximately  lilO  A.  M.,  23  Novoufcer 


At  approximately  1»30  a.  M.,  Chief  J.  %,  Curry  oontaeted  me  fey  telephone  and 
inetruetad  aa  to  bring  Oswald  to  the  Identification  Bureau  far  the  purpose 
of  arraignaamt.  Again  Officer  7.  V.  Todd  and  ayoelf  Brought  Oswald  frem 
the  Jail  call  on  the  fifth  floor  to  the  identification  Bureau  whore  Judge 
Dadd  Johnston  held  the  arraigranat  of  this  prisoner.  After  the  arraignamt 
was  finished  and  the  prisoner  was  diesdsaod  By  the  Judge,  wa  returned  hla  to 
hie  cell  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Holies  and  Courts  Building  at  approximately 
li43  A.  M.,  33  Hovasbsr  1963.
